Saturday Mr, Ob«rly paid special alter* 
tion to the national election laws, anc 
asserted that they ought to be repealed 
He gave his hearer* wbat he alleged to 
be the substance of the objectionable 
part of the election laws, and in order 
that we dq him no injustice on this 
point we quote from the Review of this 
morning 'the following portion of its 
synoptical teport ot his speech: "Tbe 
law also provides tbat, in such a case, 
any two citizens ma; petition the U. S. 
marshal for, and obtain any number of 
special deputies for each of the election 
districts of such cities. 
And these 


deputies may, without legal process, on 
the day of the election, arrest anyone 
suspected of. aa :ntention to vote ille- 
gally " Mr. Obeily dwelt particularly 
upon this alleged right of deputy mar 
sbald to "arrest anyone sutpected of an 
intention to vote illegally," and it was 
really.the main point of his whole speech. 
In order to show bow little dependence 
is to be placed in the assertions of Dem 
ocratic orators—even when the orator 
is a man of moie that) ordinary charao 
ter lor fairness, as Mr. Oberly is gener 
ally supposed to be—we give below the 
entire section of the election law de- 
ficing toe duties of United States mar- 
shals and their general and special dep- 
uties . 


SEC 2022 The marshal and hisgeneral 


deputies, and such special deputies, shall 
keep the peace, and tmpport and protect 
the supervisors of election in tbe dis- 
charge of their duties, preseivc order at 
such placeciof registration tied at such 
polls, prevent fraudulent registration and 
fraudulent voting tnereat, or fraudulent 
conduct on the part of any officer of elec- 
tion, and immediately, either at the 
place of registration or polling place, or 
elsewhere, and either before or after reg- 
istering or voting, to arrest and take into 
custody, with or without process, any 
person who commits, or attempts or off- 
ers to commit, any of tbe acts or offenses 
prohibited herein, or who commits any 
offense against the laws of the United 
States; but no person shall be arrested 
without process for anj offense not com- 
tmted in the presence of the marshal or 
us general cr special deputies, or either 
of them, or of the supervisors of election 
or eithei of them, and, for the purposes 
of arrest or the preservation of the peace, 
the supervisors of election shall, in the 
absence of the msrfhal's keputies, or it 
-equired to assist such deputies, have the 
game duties and powers as deputy mar- 
shals; nor shall any person, on tbe day of 
such election, bo arres'ed without pro- 
cess for any offense committed on the 
day of registration.

tains any authority to make arrests upon 


piciisH we have been unable to dis- 


(over U. What shall be said of a po- 
litical party which can find no better 
argument to offer the public than a 
promise to repeal laws which do not 
exist? 
Wbat shall be said ot a man 


who seeks to ory down the opposite 
jarty by charging up to it the responui- 
nhty for passing obnoxious laws which 
cannot be found on the statute book? 
VIr Oborly cannot plead ignorance on 
this matter, he pretended to quote law 
which be knew was not law. He is no 
ignoramus, he knows wbat the election 
laws contain as well as anybody. 
He 


tried to mislead his hearers, whom he pre 
unied to be unacquainted with tbe letter 
of the law, and be repeatedly referred 
o the alleged duty of the deputy mar- 
ihals to arrest upon suspicion, thus 
eeking to emphasize his misstatetnent 


if the law and to impress it more per- 
'ectly upon the minds of his hearers. 
We regret to be forced to the conclu 
ion that so fair minded a man as Mr. 
)berly may allow his zeal for his party

The plank re 
ferred to pledges ' the party anew' to 
"tbe constitutions,! doctrine and tradi-

Those old patriots, we are all 
willing to concede, wete wise in their 
day and generation, -but tbey knew no 
more about the merits of the questions 
tbat agitate tbe people to-day than a 
Digger Indian does of the electric light. 
Tbe records of these early statesmen 
doubtless furnish much tbat ia instruo 
live to the student of political history, 
but tbe great masses are more interest- 
ed in knowing what Wade Hampton 
believes, and what Lam&r says, and 
wbat Dan Voorhees proposes, and wbat 
Joe Blackburn threatens, and what 
Hamburg Butler advocates, and what 
Dr. Garcelon intends to do. Tbey care 
more for what modern Democrats be- 
lieve and propose than for all that tbe 
alleged founders of the party ever pro- 
mulgated. 
The ideas of Jefferson and 


Madison and Monroe were passed upon 
by our ancestors, and were either en- 
dorsed or repudiated, according to their 
merits as tbey appeared to tbe voters of 
tbe time. 
Mr. Oberly well knows that 


tbe questions of that day ire not before 
the people now, and tbat tbe issues of 
to-day are of an entirely different na- 
ture. 
Why, then, did he not inform

of $250 per month from the treasury 
)y virtue of the appointment he re- 
vived from the Republican governor of 
Illinois—this little fact, we repeat,

and bis virtuous wrath is nothing more 
than a professional pose for effect.

Mr. Oberly is really the disinterested

AFTER a rather protracted delay tbe

ties were given, and because '-it was 
from the Chicago Times."
